London. Nov. 22 (AP) — G erm an 
planes today dropped bom bs in a 
raid over the Shetland Islands off 
the n o rth ern coast of Scotland. 
Air raid alarm s in one of the island 
towns were followed quft-kly by th e 
“all clear” signal. 


T racer bullets were fired as th e 
planes circled, dropping bombs. 
Six planes took p a rt in the raid, 
but failed to score any hits, B ritish 
sources announced.

stricted blockade on G erm an export 
trade in reprisal for recent shipping 
losses.

H ie governm ent announced th a t 
1 three G erm an fliers who piloted a 
reconnaissance plane to th e eastern 
outskirts of London M onday had 
been rescued from a rubber bout in 
the N orth Sea and taken prisoner 
I b y the British. Two were said to bo 
badly wounded.
